The Woman’s Exchange En­ 
larged and Re-Opeaed. 


UK. OKME OX THE SEWAGE P A K JT. 


D ifferences B et wet- n Officers in d e la ­ 
tio n to th e B aseb all Game 
fo r th e O rp h an s. 


The changes and repairB which ware 
in progress at the W om an’s Home build­ 
ing on Fourth street, just East of the 
W estminster Hotel, have at last been 
completed, and the W om an’s Exchange 
was yesterday reopened in its new and 
enlarged quarters in the basement of the 
building. Those acquainted with the 
history of this institution and cognizant 
of its humble start, are surprised at 
the 
progress it has made. 
Owing 
to the rapid growtli and expansion of 
business, it haa repeatedly been found 
necessary to move into more commodi- 
oub quarters. 
This last move of the Ex­ 
change is from the large room on the 
Tight hand side of the main entrance of 
the Woman’s Home building to the 
basem ent underneath, which bas been 
repaired and remodeled under thesuper- 
\ inon of Architect Apponyi for this special 
purpose. Mr, Apponyi gavejtwo weekBof 
his time as a gratuity to this work, 
and 
the 
ladies interested 
in 
the 
Kxchauge are loud in their praises of his 
warmhearted generoeity. The architec­ 
tural ornamentation of the room coupled 
with the artistic arrangem ent of the 
fancy goods displayed, have transformed 
the piace into a veritable palace of 
beauty. Mrs. Joslyn, manager of the 
Exchange, 
and 
her 
assistant, Miss 
Bridges, deserve m uch credit for the 
good taste they have exercised in every 
detail of the arrangement. They have 
now on exhibition $6,000 worth of fancy 
articles of \arioua descriptions, every 
piece of which is in itself a work of art, 
and all the handiwork of the ladies of 
IjOS Angeles and vicinity. Two hundred 
and sixty poor women, ia large part, 
support themselves by things of their 
manufacture, which are disposed of 
through the Woman’s Exchange. 
Thus 
the public have an idea of the magnitude 
of this good work. 
A visit to this art 
bazar is a thing to be enjoyed, and those 
desiring to purchase articles for the 
toilet or the parlor can here find a good 
assortment from which to select, and 
thereby assist in a good cause at the 
same time. 


TH E CITY’S SEW ERAGE. 


D r. O rwe’s V iew» a u d P la n s far Its 
D isp o sitio n . 
A reporter of the H e r a l d called upon 
Dr. H . S. Orme, of the State Board of 
H ealth, yesterday, to ascertain his views 
upon the question of sewering the city, 
and of disposing of the sewerage. 
Dr. 
Orme stated in Eubstance that he did not 
see the necessity of the city paying out 
150,000 cash and $10,000 a year for ten 
years, for the West Sewerage System 
This system is as yet untried, or at least 
it has been tried only in Atlantic Oily, 
which has a population of perhaps 100* 
000 for part of the year, when there are 
few people living in the city. 
The sys­ 
tem might work very well under such'cir- 
cumstances, but as for caring for the sew­ 
age of a large city every month in the 
year, no one can tell how it will operate, 
because it has never been tried. 
Dr. Orme produced a number of books 
and pam phlets on sanitary matters to 
show that the system of filtration and 
precipitation as is proposed by the West 
system is not pe;?; in fact there haye 
oeeh & great nuudbc? 0? p!?.!12 proposed 
for tho deodorization and purification of 
sewage, and the ecientists all agree that 
these m ethods are very well as far as 
they go, but they do not go far enough, 
and besides the expense ol keeping the 
works in perfect order is very great. The 
most perfect method of disposing of the 
sewage is th at which provides for its 
distribution on lands suitable to re­ 
ceive 
it. 
All lands are 
not .suit­ 
able 
for this purpose, 
as 
for 
in­ 
stance adobe or clay, 
but a sandy 
soil into which the eewage quickly sinks 
can be made most valuable. The land 
lying south of this city is em inently suit­ 
able for the disposal of the sewage. 
Pipe Hues could be built to these lands, 
and the sewage distributed in such a 
manner as to make the property worth 
over twice as much as it is at present. 
Instances where this result had been ob­ 
tained were cited by Dr. Orme, and he 
saw no reason why the city should not 
obtain enough land to the south and dis­ 
tribute the sewage upon it. It would 
require perhaps one acre for every one 
hundred people, but the land would pay 
for itself in a v¿ry short tim e; whereas, 
the maintading of the West sewer system 
would cost $10,000 per year, which 
cannot be regained in any m anner pro­ 
vided by the contract as’ proposed. As 
for giving the sewage to the company 
which proposes to put in the plant, and 
to pay it for taking care of tho same, it 
was a nonsensical plan in Dr. Orme’s 
opinion. 
He considered the 
sewage 
alone woith about a million dollars, and 
6aid he would like to have it himself. 
His advice to the City Council would be 
to spend the money proposed to be 
placed in the West system in construct­ 
ing sewers leading to a sewer farm, away 
from the thickly eettled part of the coun­ 
try. and if the Council succeeded in 
building but a mile a year the result in 
the end would be far better than it is 
likely to be with the W est system.

Colonel J. M. C. Marble, of Van Wert, 
Ohio, who is the leading spirit in the Los 
Angeles, Utah and Atlantic Railway 
Company, which was incorporated in this 
city on Tuesday last, was in conversation 
with Mr. L. F. Scott on railway matters 
when a H erald man dropped in to the 
last-named gentleman’s office yesterday 
morning in search of news. The Utah 
road proved to be the matter under dis­ 
cussion and the scribe asked if any work 
was contemplated at present. “ Well,” 
said Colonel Marble, “ we have not yet 
settled on what date we will actually 
put men out on the road, but this I can 
assure you that we do not intend to let 
Srass gTow under our feet. We have not 
ecided on the survey we shall follow, 
for there are eeveral rights of way yet to 
be looked after.” 
The scribe also learned that this new 
road is the outcome of the San Pedro, 
Los Angeles and Utah Railway, which 
was undertaken by the American Finance 
Company, of New York, but which has 
been transferred to the organizers of the 
present enterprise. A change has, how­ 
ever, been made regarding the northern 
terminal point, as the Finance Com­ 
pany’s road was outlined to run to 
Keeler, the Southern terminus of the 
Carson and Colorado Railroad on Owens 
Lake, wheueas this one is to be built to 
Salt Lake City. The advantages of such 
a road have often been referred to in 
these columns. It would pass through a 
section of country rich in both mineral 
and agricultural lands, and the road 
would undoubtedly pay from the start. 
At this end the line will have an outlet 
for its business equal to that enjoyed by 
the Southern Pacific, for it will run over 
the right of way obtained for the Ocean 
Railroad and will have the inner harbor 
facilities on Rattlesnake Island with an 
opportunity of building out a wharf from 
Deadman’s Island into forty feet of 
water. The Salt Lake Roads have been 
written up so much and so little done 
regarding them that the public naturally 
fight shy of anything relating to their 
building, but this time it looks aB if 
those interested in the new company 
are really in earnest.

When better counsel prevailed 
and the law was left to take its course, it 
was generally conceded that the case 
was so clear against the murderer that 
there could be no possible avenne open 
for his escape. The trial went its course 
to its end and it was evident that the 
man must surely hang. There was no 
possibility of a pardon from the Gover­ 
nor, and no other means of escape 
seemed to open before him. The chance 
of suicide seldom occurred to anyone, 
although it was known that poison had 
on 
several occasions been 
found 
in his possession. 
The fact that 
the man was such an arrant coward 
and that he was quite without friends 
who would be likely to send him any 
delicacies in the shape of strychnine or 
arsenic, made it quite improbable that 
he would ever manage to take his own 
life. The event therefore was a com­ 
plete surprise, and was the occasion of 
profound disappointment to a good many 
people. 
The body was taken from the jail yes­ 
terday morning about 3 o’clock, and car­ 
ried to the undertaking rooms cf Orr & 
Batch, on Spring street, to await a Cor­ 
oner’s inquest. 
When the

a 
number 
of 
people 
were 
waiting 
to be admitted. Throughout the day a 
stream of curious men, women and chil­ 
dren poured in and out of the undertak­ 
ing rooms, passing around the body 
which lay upon a stretcher in a large 
room back of the office. The general 
verdict was that his face was quite as 
repulsive as it had been described to be, 
and the sentiment was frequently ex­ 
pressed that he would have looked better 
with a rope around his neck. 
After the body was removed from the 
i 
'ail a more thorough search was made of 
lis cell, and in the murderer’s bed was 
found the statement on which he had 
been at work when he was seen by the 
reporter Wednesday evening. It was 
written in German, and the translation 
is as follows: 
Every man, after reading these lines, 
will learn that the death sentence pro­ 
nounced upon me did not terminate as it 
should, but that I have taken my own 
life. No doubt many persons who do 
not know me will say that I lacked the 
courage to Buffer the penalty of the law, 
but that is not true. So far as I am con­ 
cerned, I would have had courage 
enough; yes, even more than that—I 
would have shown to the many people 
who would have come to see me die that 
I was not afraid. When on the scaffold 
I would have reminded those who had 
strayed from the path of virtue and 
righteousness to again return to it. If 
they had violated the laws of God and 
had seen my ending in life, I would 
have told them not to continue to sin, 
but try and lead a pure and honest life; 
to discard the ways of the wicked and 
learn the bidding of God. 
I think 
that 
the death 
I 
have 
chosen 
is not an easy one, and it will cause me a 
great deal of pain and suffering. Cer­ 
tainly that shows I am not lacking in 
courage. 
No; the reaBon I did not wish 
to die on the gallows was an entirely dif­ 
ferent one. I come of a very respectable 
family and was reared in good society, 
and enjoyed the advantages of a gentle­ 
man’s life. Therefore I have feeling and 
am ashamed of my disgrace, and am 
determined, as matters stand, to cut 
short my life in this way and not to end 
it on the gallows. First, I wanted to 
spare my relatives and friends the dis­ 
grace and humiliation of allowing myself 
to be 
hanged. 
Second, I did not 
wish to disgrace the whole of the 
German 
nation, 
which I 
hjpe 
will rightly understand my feelings. 
Therefore, it was the disgrace alone 
which prevented me from dying on the 
gallows. Although they have thoroughly 
searched and watched me, I have had 
the poison for six months. I did what I 
thought was for the best. 
I have made 
peace with my God and I feel that God 
has forgiven me. Although I have sunk 
so low and deep, He has, through Jesus 
Christ, washed my soul from all sins. 
And notwithstanding my poor lost soul, 
He will not judge me harshly, but will 
forgive me. Amen. 
J. H. F r itz A nschlag. 
Of course, had there been the least 
suspicion as to what the document con­ 
tained it would have been very eagerly 
read by the jailors earlier in the evening, 
but as Anschlag has been writing much 
of the time of late it was allowed to pass 
unnoticed until he should be ready to 
send it away. . 
No new facts have been developed as 
to the source of the poison. Every pos­ 
sible precaution seems to have been 
taken by the jailors to prevent just what 
happened, but the craft of the murderer 
outwitted them. It is evident that he 
had had the poison concealed in 
the piece of tobacco for some time, and 
it can hardly be doubted that it is apart 
of the quantity which Frank Fray 
brought to the jail. The post mortem 
examination will be held this morning 
at 9 and the physicians of the city will 
probably be present en rnaaie. The in­ 
quest will be held in the course of the 
day if a satisfactory time can be ar­ 
ranged by the Coroner. : 
Among the visitors of the morgue yes­ 
terday was Mrs. Wolff,the wife to the man 
who was recently convicted of man­ 
slaughter and who was confined in the 
same cell with Anschlag at the time 
Fray was there. 
It is supposed that 
Wolff instructed Anschlag how to use 
the poison. 
A RAILROAD JOKE. 
The Blunders Blade R egarding the 
R allona Accident. 
The description in both a morning and 
evening contemporary of the recent 
wreck at the crossing of the Ballona 
Road and the Wilmington branch of the 
Southern Pacific have created a good 
deal of amusement among railroad men. 
It will be remembered that a Southern 
Pacific freight train was passing over the 
crossing when a Santa Fe train appeared 
upon the scene and was derailed. 
One 


of the dailies here spoke of the brave 
engineer who, with wonderful pki>’, 
threw his train on to a Bide track a d 
thus prevented a terrible collision, and 
the evening paper editorialized on the 
subject, and said that such a possibility 
for accidents should not be permitted. 
The truth is, as every railroad man will 
know, that a collision is simply impossi­ 
ble where there is a watch tower in oper­ 
ation as in this case. When a train ap­ 
proaches the crossing a bell rings in the 
signal-box, and the signalman pulls a 
lever which drops a semaphore, this 
meaning “all clear.’’

SORR THROAT. 
Inflammatory action of any kind In the nose 
speedily extends itself to the throat From 
he ihroat each breath we draw carries the 
irritation onward and downward through ihe 
bronchial tubes; as these aro involved the sup­ 
ply of airto the lnugs becomes gradually di­ 
minished, tubérculos may form and bronchitis 
end in consumption. r‘Sore throat” Is the 
popular term used in speaking of throat dis 
eases, differing widely from each other in 
their nature and treatment. 
The throat comprises the whole space from 
'he posterior nares down lo the entrance into 
the windpipe and Rullet. The several parts 
liable to disease are tbe mncons membrane 
lining the throat, the mucous follicles or little 
glands, which in health, secrete the lubricat­ 
ing mucous, the uvula or pedulns part which 
hangs down from the curtain of the palate and 
the tonsils. 
ACUTE OR SIM PLE SORE THROAT. 
The most simple form of throat disease is 
inflammation of the mucous membrane, re­ 
sulting from recent cold. It is most prevalent 
in cold or damn weather. The symptoms are 
a roughness in ine throat, with a s ight pain 
and swelling. The throat looks red and angry 
and the tongue is slightly coated with white 
fur. W ithin a few days small whitish spots, 
which look like nlcers, form on the back of the 
throat and about the root of the tongue. If the 
attack be mild, these aphthous points disap­ 
pear at the end of throe or four days, but when 
more severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. When tho acute Inflammation is not 
entirely removed it is likely to degeneato into 
a chronic form, and gradually develop what is 
called granular disease, or It may end in an 
abscess of the tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargement of the tonsils and elongation of 
the uvnla. 
CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 
This, like nearly all affections of the throat 
and nose, usually begins with a severe cold, 
sndiB almost always attended with a hoarse­ 
ness. It is more frequently a mere extension 
of catarrh or sore throat than an original dis­ 
ease. the Irritation escaping down and fixing 
itself upon the delicate organism of this part, 
and thence gradually journeying onward to 
the lungs. When it occurs as a conseqi e ice of 
catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are com­ 
paratively mild. There may be pain but It is 
more common to find only a sense of tickling 
which provokes cough. Many complain of a 
sensation as of "something sticking there," to 
get rid of which they keen np a rasping eflbrt 
to clear the windpipe. The voice ia always 
more or leaa affected, being rough In the early 
stage, but more feeble after the disease ia fully 
established. There is often a Blight tenderness 
over that prominence of the neck known as the 
“Apple of Adam” (Pomnm Adam), a heat and 
a sense of tightness and frequently some slight 
difficulty In swallowing. 
The causes whioh produce this form of dis­ 
ease Bre various. It arlieB in clergymen and 
public speakers and othere from too violeut 
use of the voice. The vocal cords become ex­ 
hausted and loso their tone from straining and 
overuse. Dust and all irritating matters in the 
air are liable to be drawn into tho windpipe 
and produce irritation. It is more often a 
mere sequel to sore throat, the inflammation 
extending down to tbe larnvx by reason of the 
continuity of mucous membrane. 
But from whatever cause it ariseB it is 
always a serious malady. The chronic form 
threatens the complete destruction of the 
voice, and rarely ends until it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Every Blight cold, every 
change in the weather, every night of dust, 
feeds the irritation and Increases the inveter­ 
acy of its hold. 
On the other hand chronic laryngitis fre­ 
quently occurs as a sequel of consumption, 
and is produced, or at least very much aggra­ 
vated, by the Irritation of the expectorated 
matter. Occurring aB a consequence of tuber­ 
cles, it is one of the most distressing complica­ 
tions and adds greatly to the patient’s distress. 
In this form there is more or less ulceration of 
the vocal chords, beginning on the lower side 
and gradually extending upward. These ulcers 
often penetrate through the mucous and cellu­ 
lar membranes, involving the mnscul&r tissue 
aud not infrequently attack the ligaments and 
cartilages themselves. 
When the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the loogs, and dependent upon It, we 
can only hope to effect a cure by those means 
which will remove its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shall more fully consider, 
under the head of “Consumption.” 
In addition to inflammation, acute or 
chronic, the larynx Is liable to abscesses, to 
warty growths abd to Doiipi. Under the 
action of long continued Irritation the vocal 
cords become thickened, rendering the voice 
husky and indistinct. And again, we may 
have complete Iobs of voice from palsy of the 
cordB, constituting an affection known to the 
pbysiolana by the term of "Aphonia.” Unless 
the remedies are applied to the seat of tho 
disease it is useless to try to effect a cure. It is 
for this reason that judicious Inhalations are 
successful when all other means have been 
tried without avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Ia an acute inflammation oi the tonsils, 
which consists of a collection or mass of Bmall 
mucous follicles or glands whose office Is to 
secrete a portion of the fluid which keeps the 
throat moist. There are persons who suffer 
every winter, sometimes oftener, with an 
attack of acute inflammation of these glands. 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness and 
swelling, which gradually increases until the 
act of swallowing is attended with great suffer­ 
Ing.These glands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic inflammation, and are found enlarged 
and very much hardened. In such cases they 
secrete a thin, unhealthy, irrltctiug fluid, 
which la spread over the throat, perpetuating 
the disease. In the throatB of many youug 
persons these glands are permanently so large 
as to render respiration exceedingly difficult. 
The defective breathing of children thus 
affected often occasions contraction of the 
chest, and lays the foundation for consump­ 
tion. The em tachiau tubes (the mouthB of 
which are jnst above the palate) are often in­ 
flamed, and partial deafness is the remit. 
Many patients suffering from a throat dis­ 
ease are dyspeptic, aud B u ffer from depression 
of spirits. So often «loes tnis symptom present 
itself that it may almost be regarded as one of 
tho peculiar ties. Persons thus afflicted have 
usually the dark and dingy look of the face 
which denotes functional derangement of the 
liver. They are frequently emaciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypouhrondrlacal, Irritable and often ex- 
haustea from other causes, in combination 
with this disease. 
GRANULAR BORE THROAT 
Is the most serious form oi tnroat disease. It is 
so called because on looking Into the throat 
S 
anulatlons of various sizes are seen, studding 
e memty-ane and causing It to appear rough 
and uneven. Sometimos these granulations 
appear in patelies, bnt generally they are reini- 
lar and distinct. When allowed to progress the 
mucous follicles of the larynx soon become in­ 
volved, and then we have added to the other 
symptoms a husklneas of the voice In speaking 
or reading alond, with a frequent effort to clear 
the windpipe, by which a thick, sticky, bluish- 
colored mucous is forced off with considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a simple to a 
granular sore throat is very easy. The patient 
beoomoa conscious of vexatious tltlllation, pro­ 
ducing a desire to clear the throat several times 
dnrine the conrseof the day. He may not no­ 
tice tnla himself, but It Is, nevertheless, ob 
served by his friends. Some months later this 
disposition Is found to have Increased, and to 
be attended with an occasional desire to swal­ 
low, the patient—to use bis own words—feeling 
something Btlcklng in his throat

O u r newly organized Cham ber of 
Commerce has no m ore im portant Com 
miltee on its lists th an that appointed to 
aid in the building of boulevards and 
roads throughout the country. The first 
one to be looked after is that to the sea 
at Santa Monica. 
It should get out of 
the city some where between Seventh 
street and W ashington, and run high up, 
cloBe to the foothills. 
There should be 
another to Pasadena. 
And besides tbeBe 
boulevards there should be good county 
roads made in all im aginable directions. 
Let us have pleasant ways of getting to 
the seaside, to our suburbs, along our 
beautiful valley, up the mountains, and 
from town to town. 


Seldom does a season open more aus­ 
piciously than the present. The rains 
are setting in very seasonably, and there 
is promise that the turn of the year will 
see all the plains covered with grase, and 
the hillsides as green as emerAld. 
In 
the country the farm ers are wide-awake 
to th eir opportunities, and already the 
plows are busy turning the soil. The

extent, 
and 
the 
■mail 
farm ers 
will 
harvest 
larger 
qrops from their tw enty acres, then the 
big ones did years ago from one hundred. 
More thorough cultivation is the order of 
the new era, and it will tell. This season 
should be m arked in Los Angeles county 
by the largest agricultural development 
of any in the history of the section. 
We 
hope to see at least one thousand small 
forms added to the catalogue in the next 
four months. 


T h e C ity E le c tio n a n d 
tk e N ew 
C h a rte r . 
The adoption by the people of the new 
Charter brings np a num ber of vory 
urious and perplexing questions in its 
relation to the pending municipal elec­ 
tion. The C harter provides that within 
thirty days after the date of its taking 
effect a general m unicipal election shall 
be held. The Legislature will m eet on 
the first Monday 
in January next, 
and the Charter may 
be approved 
by that body as early as the 1st of Feb­ 
ruary. This would be the time of com­ 
plete constitutional adoption of the Char­ 
ter, and the day of its “ taking effect,” ae 
set forth in Section 195, Article XIX of 
the Charter itself. 
Therefore, the time 
of the first election of the municipal offi­ 
cers under the new Charter would be 
on the 2d of March next. 
That would 
leave the term of office, for the officers to 
be elected on the first Monday in Decem­ 
ber, something less than three m onths. 
It will hardly be said that it is worth the 
labor and expense of getting a nomina 
tion and election to any municipal office 
when that office will probably only last 
for three months. 
Y et the mischief of the whole thing is 
in the doubt. The Legislature may or 
may not approve the Charter. When 
the crude and badly digested instrum ent 
our people have affirmatively passed 
upon was under discussion, the H e r a l d 
opposed it for reasons that Bhould have 
killed 
it. 
The other papers, with 
their 
usual 
recklessness, 
impugned 
our motives, and mendaciously 
as­ 
serted 
that 
our 
course 
was 
in 
the interest of the W ater Company, 
which did not wish the city to be placed 
in position to be able to raise money on 
its bonds to purchase the works of that 
Company at the expiration of its term of 
franchise, 
6ome nine years 
hence. 
Absurd as the charge was, that and the 
partisan advantage in the carving out 
of the wards, cut an im portant figure in 
carrying the Charter. 
Now m ark the 
result. 
The Water-Company is assured 
that its works cannot be bought under 
this Charter for the-simple reason that it 
is 
so 
constructed 
that no financial 
institution or capitalist in the country 
would lend the city a dollar on its bonds. 
In other words, the Charter does not 
comply with the Constitution in its mate­ 
rial features, and bonds issued under it, 
if contested by any taxpayer when they 
fell due, would fail to stand the test of 
the courts on account of its inconsisten­ 
cies with the positive requirements of the 
Constitution. The Constitution, Article 
X I, Section 8, provides that “ any city 
may frame a charter for its own govern­ 
m ent consistent m ih and subject to the 
Constitution and laws of this State.” 
The law’s of this State are general 
laws. 
One of these is that which 
governs the work 
upon streets—the 
Vrooman Act. This C harter is repug­ 
nant to that general law, in that it en­ 
acts a system to control street work at 
variance and 
inconsistent 
with the 
Vrooman 
act. 
The Supreme 
Court 
might take the view that there Mas or 
was not inconsistency with the laws of 
California in this C harter. 
But until 
th a t point had been definitely and 
definitively .settled not a bond would find 
a purchaser. 
Thus, if the W ater Com­ 
pany had any interest at all in this Char­ 
ter it was, on the reasoning of our 
contemporaries, a favorable one. 
It.is possible that when the Judiciary 
Committee of tho Senate—which is near­ 
ly always an able Committee—comes to 
critically exam ine our new Charter, it 
will make an adverse report and prevent 
its adoption. 
In that event the m unici­ 
pal officers elected in December would 
hold office for two years. 
But the ele­ 
m ent of doubt as to the term of tenure of 
those officers will create a perplexity which 
may lead 
to 
serious complications. 
First class men will hesitate to run for 
offices that they may hold only for three 
months. 
If under that doubt we are 
forced to take up inferior men, and the 
C harter should be approved, then we 
are confronted with tho other horn of the 
dilemma, that we shall have to endure an 
inefficient adm inistration for two years. 
This is a serious difficulty into which 
we have been led by the adoption of a 
C harter which was badly botched by its 
framers, and which the H e r a l d opposed 
on perfectly proper and tenable grounds.

There have come here recently a good 
many Negro laborers from the South. 
They are greatly preferable in all re- 
sj»ectB to the Chinese. 
But we would do 
better with a still more intelligent clast 
of labor. The Negro will im prove in 
He will gain in intelligence with 
generation of the enjoym ent of 
freedom. 
As he rises higher in the scale 
he will be more useful to the community 
and thus he will command better wages. 
With better wages he will live better. 
He will want a better home. 
He will 
spend more on his clothes and more on 
his food. The average C hinam an does 
not put twenty-five «ents a day into cir­ 
culation. 
The average Caucasian puts 
an average of two or three dollars a day 
in circulation. 
The highest co9t labor is 
the most profitable, the most beneficial, 
and as such the cheapest in the end. 
The Cham ber of Commerce can do good 
work in inducing the most intelligent 
labor of all kinds to come here and 
settle.

Proceedings of the Indianap­ 
olis Conference. 


POW DKBLVS ANNUAL 
KBFORT. 


He Believes in R u lin g 
A ll 
Busy- 
Bodies and K ick e rs Out 
of (lie R an k s. 


In c o u n t in g the vote of this county by 
the Board of Supervisors no material 
discrepancies from the results already 
f 
ublished in the H e r a l d were found, 
he full am ount of votes rejected because 
of their being irregularly printed was 
much smaller than supposed. 
There are 
only one hundred and sixty-nine of them 
This puts the true Republican majorities 
at about four thousand. The rejected 
votes, of course, should have been 
counted by the Election Boards, but 
the Board of Supervisors have not 
the 
power 
to 
go 
behind 
the 
returns. These irregular votes are there­ 
fore filed away as evidence in case of a 
contest springing up turning upon these 
votes. The only probability of such a 
thing is in the cam of Judge Sullivan. 
Should the count between him and Judge 
Works get dov a to narrow quarters it 
may be necessaiy to fall back on these 
votes rejected > cause of a little inform­ 
ality in their pr nting. That they would 
be ordered coi; ited 
according to the 
intent of 
the 
voters is not at all 
dubious. The m atter has been before 
the 
Courts in the past 
and is res 
wHjudicata already. The vota on these 
candidates 
as 
counted 
is : 
W orks 
34,929, Pullivan 10,329—or a plurality 
for Works of 4,600. 
Taking off the 1(39 
votes 
above 
referred 
to will leave 
Works’ plurality at 4,431. 
Works ran 
ahead of all the others on the ticket for 
the reason that he got all the Prohibition 
vote and the American vote. 


A r e p o r t e r of the H e r a l d interviewed 
Dr. H. S. Orme yesterday on the sewage 
subject and the W est system. The doc­ 
tor has long been a leading member of 
the State Board of H ealth, and hiB opin­ 
ion on sanitary and congener subjects 
is entitled to weight. 
He says that 
the proposed system is based upon the 
principle of filtration and precipitation, a 
principle which is not new, but which 
baa been long in successful operation in 
many of the leading ciths of Europe. 
Hia plan for Los Angeles would be 
for the city to dispose of its own 
sewage by purchasing porous lands south 
of the city, to which point the sewage 
could be led in pipes and then spread 
over the soil. 
He says it would require 
about one acre of land to each one 
hundred inhabitants of the city to prop­ 
erly dispose of the sewage. That would 
mean at present from seven hundred to 
one thousand acres of the right kind of 
land, which would amply repay the city 
for its cost by its greatly increased value 
when thoroughly fertilized. 


In a very short tim e the labor ques­ 
tion will become a moat difficult or.e of 
solution in this State. 
At last the 
Chinese must go in very deed. 
It will 
be a most happy event for the State 
when they are all gone. 
Instead of a 
leech feeding selfishly on the body 
politic, with no family depending o r 
him , which is the case of the Chinese, 
we shall have a class of laborer which 
will belong to the country and be an in­ 
tegral part of the body politic. 
He will 
not be able to live on ten cents a day, or 
even a dollar a day. 
H e will be a house­ 
holder 
and 
have 
a family. 
One 
hundred 
thousand such toilers will 
stand 
for 
a 
population 
of 
half 
a million, and they will need one hundred 
thousand houses to live in. They will 
not be packed like sandwiches in a box, 
as the Chinese live, and breed pestilence. 


T h e suicide of Anschiag was the chief 
subject of popular discussion yesterday. 
Although everybody was glad that the 
wretch was gone, they, nevertheless, re­ 
gretted th a t he had cheated the gallows, 
and considered that bis being able to do 
so showed an unpardonable rcmissness 
of duty on the part of the jailor responsi 
ble for the safe-keeping of the m urderer. 
The fact that poison had been discover­ 
ed in his cell a few days since, should 
have been sufficient notice to the jailors 
to prevent, by the best m eans available, 
the 
culprit 
from 
carrying 
out 
his design. 
W hen it was found that 
Goldenson.in San Francisco, bad secreted 
poison, effective measures were taken to 
keep the drug away fiom him . 
He was 
at once stripped of every thing, put in a 
bath and placed in another cell, where 
fresh clothes were given him . 
H ad the 
same course been pursued with Anschlag 
he would, in ail probability, have been 
executed according to law. 
By a care­ 
lessness which,, under the circumstances, 
cannot be overlooked, the moat dastardly 
murderer 
this 
State ever saw, has 
brought the sentence of the court into 
contempt and defeated the ends of jus­ 
tice. 
H is suicide, in thiB respect, is 
greatly to be deplored. 


T h e falling off of the m em bersh ip of 
the Knights of Labor of three hundred 
thousaud last year shows that there must 
be some serious cause of disintegration 
in that order. 
On ;June 30th, 1886, the 
total membership was 720.677, and June 
30th, 1887,535,000; so that the number 
of members for 1888 would only be about 
235,000. 
The loss of 485,677 
mem ­ 
bers in .tw o 
years is as marvelous 
a declination as the growth of ihe order 
before the year 1885 waB astonishing. 
If 
the 
Na’ional Convention of the 
Knights now in session fail to discover 
the reasons for this rapid disintegration 
and provide a rem edy, the order will 
soon become extinct. 
There is one im­ 
portant fact the order has dem onstrated, 
and that is th e power of labor when 
thoroughly organized in this country. 
And its rapid decline will also prove 
that the true principle of labor cohesion 
has not yet been discovered. 


I t is suggested that in view of the 
probability that the new Charter will bo 
approved by the next Legislature, and 
that a municipal election will take place 
under it about three or four montbs 
hence, the Central Committees of the 
Democratic and Republican parties ought 
to 
get 
together 
and 
agree 
upon 
ticket that 
would 
be 
composed 
entirely 
of 
the 
present 
city 
officials. The reason for this would be 
that no one would wish to go to the ex 
pense and trouble of a candidature and 
election for an office that would only last 
about three m onths. On the other hand, 
if the Charter should be rejected by the 
Legislature, the present officers, if 
elected, would hold for another two 
years, and that possibility would cause 
both parties to pause. It is a nice prob 
lem as it is.

I n d ia n a p o l is , 
November 
1 5 . — This 
morniDg’s session of the Knights of Labor 
Convention was devoted to further re­ 
ports and routine business. There was 
time for but two reports before adjourn­ 
m ent, those from Powderly and ex-Seere- 
tary Lichtman. 
Powderly’s report took 
two hours and Lichtman followed for one 
hour and twenty minutes. 
Powderly’s 
address is a detailed review of the past 
two years of his administration. 
On account of ceitaiu little unnecessary 
formalities having been overlooked Pow- 
derlys report was withheld from the 
press until late in the afternoon. Licht- 
m an’s report was in manuscript, but was 
held back for the same reason. 


MR. POWDERLY’e REPORT. 
The General Master W orkman’s report 
begins as follows: 
For nineteen years 
the Order of the Knights of Labor has 
maintained an existence in the face of 
circumstances most discouraging and dis­ 
heartening ; struggling forward in its in­ 
fancy beneath the veil of secrecy, it met 
with opposition from those in whose be­ 
half it contended. 
Later on it faced the 
world as an advocate of justice for the 
poor, and found 
all 
who were the 
enemies of the oppressed arrayed against 
it. 
In 
all 
of 
these years it 
has 
had 
to brave 
the 
taunts 
and in­ 
sults 
of many 
whose 
interests it 
served. 
Since 
the 
adoption 
of 
a 
declaration 
of principles 
ten years 
ago the order has had the opposition of 
all who despised their principals, but the 
year, whose ending we witness at t t is 
session, has been most trying and dis­ 
couraging to those whose wish was to see 
the harmonious blending of all classes of 
workers beneath the shield of Knight­ 
hood. Many causes has combined to re­ 
duce the number of those who swore ul- 
legiance to the Knights of Labor; the cir­ 
culation of false statem ents concerning 
the Strength of the order drove away 
thousands, who regarded quantity as be­ 
ing superior to quality in the make-up 
of membership of a labor organization. 
When the rumor went forth “from the 
enemies’ quarters that the num bers w'ere 
dropping down, these members who 
looked to others for what they should do 
themselves dropped out also. 
W hen 
divergence of opinion between the gen­ 
eral officers became heralded broadcast, 
and those rumers always magnified, 
thoBe members who looked for unity 
among the officers, instead of doing their 
duty by waiting until they could re­ 
place these officers w ith others, w ith­ 
drew from the Order temporarily. With 
the Btory so often circulated it ia not to 
be 
wondered 
at 
that 
we 
have 
lost numbers. 
Unwise strikee, which 
were entered upon against the laws and 
principles of the Knights of Labor, swept 
thousands of our members into poverty, 
and forced them from the Order. Add to 
all of thoee causes the campaign which 
lias just closed in the U nited States, in 
which members and Assemblies were 
pitted against each other on a question 
which never was made part of the decla­ 
ration of principles, and on which they 
could very well afford to differ w ithout 
differing on any point in the laws or rules 
oí the Order, and we wondpr not that 
there has been a falling off, but that 
wo have pr.ssed through the crucial 
lest with well-filled ranks. And the so 
wonderfully magnified reports of the ex 
travagance of the general officers, fright 
ened others, and they too stood still un­ 
til this session would assemble. 
In the 
ranks were men whose love of self, pre­ 
dom inated; whose eelfieh desires could 
not be surpressed for the common w eal; 
and on no occasion would they consent 
to sink self for the good of all. The oft 
told story of their grievances sickened 
and drove many from the Order. 
With* 
an Executive Board whose members 
were not in harm ony with each other, 
who traveled from place to place de­ 
nouncing their fellow-officera and con­ 
dem ning actions they were not responsi­ 
ble for, it is strange that the ranks are as 
unbroken as we find them to-day. 


CHANGES IN CONSTITUTION RECOMMENDED. 
Continuing his report Mr. Powderly 
states that these trials resulted in good 
for the order, and he denies anything 
like official dishonesty, inviting a thor­ 
ough examination of all the books and 
accounts. 
Many changes are desired in 
the constitution, he says, so as to avoid 
the frequent changes which are recom­ 
mended at each session. 
He recom­ 
mends the total abolition of the sections 
which provide for the appointment and 
government of the examining organizers. 
The law as at present framed is a dead 
letter. 
An exam ination of 
Sections 
22 and 23 will show that in ad­ 
dition to his other duties, the General 
Master Workman is required to examine 
the statem ent of expenses as reported by 
the General Secretary. The Tieasury 
Departm ent should be held responsible 
for all the money passing through its 
channels, and the General Treasurer 
t-hould be vested with tho veto power 
so far as delaying paym ent on bills of 
which he is in doubt is concerned. 
At 
piesent he thinks the financial affuirs 
are intrusted into too many hands. 
A 
responsible party ehonld be intrusted 
with the management of the finances.

Against one-man power, was a friend to 
the masses. No greater mistake was, 
ever made. The man who tells the 
people they can all act independent of 
each other on every issue th at arises, 
and do it intelligently, is a demagogue. 
No m atter how intelligent the people 
may be, they must m eet to determ ine, 
not what one man wants, but w hat is 
best for all men. 
W hen they meet 
many cherished theories m ust give way 
to practical ideals, and when these are 
enacted into law and intrusted to the 
bands of one man for enforcement, 
every hand ehonld be stretched forth to 
aid that one man to carry out the will of 
all 
men, 
rather than to have, as 
I have said, b o many hands stretched 
forth to stay the work that your prede­ 
cessors assigned to me. 
Men have been 
placed in office with me with whom I 
would n ot for a moment associate in a 
private 
business enterprise with any 
hope of Buccess; yet for the sake of the 
good which m ight follow, silence and 
forbearance under such circumstances 
have been observed by me. 
Fancv the 
condition which the United Colonies 
would have found themselves in had the 
first ten years of the Government of the 
United States been delegated to such 
men as I describe; and the interests of 
the three million of th at day were r.o 
greater than those which were placed in 
the keeping of the General Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor. 


PENDING QUESTIONS. 
After rem arking tho influence of the 
Order on public opinion, he takes up the 
pending questions saving: “ The most 
im portant questions that can up before 
this body for consideration are those of 
finance, land and transportation. These 
great questions are up before the people 
for discussion and solution. 
They must 
be settled by the people, for it is not in 
the interest of politicians to do so. Those 
who control our public highways are 
reaching out with their hand of steel to 
grasp and control the government itself, 
and it is indeed a battle for supremacy. 
If the masses iem ain idle and indiffer­ 
ent, classes will rule through the power 
which comes to them through the bank­ 
ing, railway and land monopolies. It is 
therefore the duty which we should not 
neglect, to select the relations which 
have been pointed out and place them 
prominently before our members for dis­ 
cussion.” 
He recommended that a special com 
mitfee cf three be appointed to take up 
the m atter. 
H e advocates a concentra­ 
tion of energies on these questions, and 
further recommends the formation of 
junior assemblies for 
educating the 
younger working people. 
A m atter of 
interest, eh it fly to the Order, came in 
for a good share of attention, nam ely, 
that of changing the tim e for holding the 
General Assembly, Mr. Powderly be­ 
lieving th a t it comes too close to the elec­ 
tion. 
H e says: It m ight happen th at in 
the heat of a particularly exciting carn- 
pain m em bers would differ as to political 
m ethods, and ill feeling would be engen­ 
dered. 
Should our annual session be 
held in the m idst of such a contest, or 
soon after one, it could not be as produc­ 
tive of good as one held at a tim e when 
every trace of the excitem ent, auger and 
feeliDg of the campaign had died aw ay. 
H e advocates equal pay for equal wor 
for women.

H is resignation 
was appended as a part of the record, 
lie closed with an expression of thanks 
to the general officers for courtesies, and 
hoped for the continued success of the 
der. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The afternoon session was cut short 
owing to the regular meeting of the 
W oman’s Relief Corps.

Con g r e w M e m o r ia lise d fo r Im p o r t­ 
a n t L e g is la tio n . 
C h ic a g o , November 15.—The National 
Board of Trade resumed its session this 
morning. 
A resolution was adopted 
recommending that Congress be memo­ 
rialized to pass a law making it obliga­ 
tory on all manufacturers ana dealers in 
adulterated lard to stam p all such pack­ 
ages “ compounded lard.” 
‘ 
A memorial to Congress, praying that 
the issuance of monthly crop reports by 
the D epartm ent of Agriculture be dis­ 
continued, on the ground that they were 
inaccurate and th at the only result was 
to unsettle the m arkets of the world, led 
to a long discussion. 
Finally a substi­ 
tute was adopted in favor of memorial­ 
izing Congress to increase the appropria­ 
tion for this purpose, so as to enable the 
D epartm ent of Agriculture to gather ac­ 
curate data. 
A memorial was adopted, asking Con­ 
gress to pass laws m aking the cental 
system the standard for m easurement of 
grains, instead of the bushel, and pro­ 
viding for the sale of liquids by weight, 
instead of by measure. 
Hamilton A. Hill, of Boston, was re­ 
elected Secretary and Treasurer. 
Much 
discussion was evoked by a resolution 
offered by the Portland, Oregon, Board 
of Trade, to memorialize Congress in the 
advocacy of ample appropriations for a 
judicious improvement of the country’s 
principal rivers, harbors and water ways, 
and especially th at the im portant work 
already begun, be not stopped for want 
of funds, thereby incurring waste, delay 
and the ultim ate increased cost of the 
improvements. 
The 
resolution 
was 
adopted. 
Mr. McCracken, of Portland, 
Oregon, in behalf of the varied interests 
of the Pacific Coast, called attention 
particularly to the necessity for the im­ 
provem ent of the Colombia River.

The Seward Monument Unveiled. 
A M urderer Hanged in 
York State.

W ash in g to n , November 15.—Quietly, 
■imply, in the presence of the bride’s re 
latives, personal friends, a few members 
of Washington official society, and sev­ 
eral hundred of the general public, Hon. 
Joseph C ham berlain and Miss Mary En- 
dicott were m arried at 2 o’clock this 
afterneon in St. John’s Episcopal Church. 
The church was absolutely without floral 
nr other decorations. No cards or formal 
invitations had been issued. 
There were 
no best men or bridesmaids and the en­ 
tire service was characterized by extreme 
simplicity. 
Such of the friends of the family as had 
been verbally invited took seats in the 
body of the church half an hour before 
the ceremony began. The Cabinet m eet­ 
ing ended early to permit the members 
to be present at the service. They were 
in most cases accompanied by their 
wives. 
President and Mrs. Cleveland entered 
the church just before 2 o’clock and were 
escorted to seats in one of the pews in 
the first row. 
Members of the Endicott 
family and relatives were seated im me­ 
diately in the rear, while as many of the 
pnblic as could find room in the little 
church filled the gallery and the hall­ 
ways. 
Cham berlain entered the church at 2 
o’clock and waited at the chancel. 
His 
appearance was the signal to the organ­ 
ist, who immediately began to play the 
“ W edding M arch” from Lohengrin*, and 
the bride, leaning on her father’s arm, 
attired in a pearl-gray traveling dress, 
wearing a dark bonnet, passed up the 
right aisle, and joining the bridegroom, 
knelt before the altar. 
Eev. Dr. Leonard, assisted by Rev. 
Mr. Frank,

formed the Episcopal wedding service.

IN HONOR OF SEWARD. 


monument to the Statesm an U 
veiled at Auburn, N. Y. 
A u b u rn , N. Y ., November 14.—The 
ceremony of unveiling the Seward statue 
took place to-day in the presence of a 
large concourse of people, including 
many distinguished guests from oat of 
town. Little Fannie Seward, daughter 
of General Seward and grand-daughter of 
the statesm an, unveiled the statue. 
The statue is of bronze and rises from 
a pedestal nine feet in height, the figure 
of Seward being juBt one half larger than 
life size. It represents him standing in 
the act of delivering his famous Higher 
Law sentim ent, his right foot extended, 
his right hand impassively pointing hea­ 
venward. 
With the pedestal its height 
from the ground is eighteen feet. 
The 
sculptor is W alter E. Robinson of Au­ 
burn. The statue is presented to Auburn 
by citizens, and upon its east face is this 
inscription: 
“ Presented November 15, 1888, to the 
city of Auburn, by townsmen and friends 
of Wm. H. Seward, in commemoration 
of his beneficent life and of his dis­ 
tinguished services to the State, to the 
Nation and to m ankind.” 
T he north face is inscribed: “ Wm. H. 
Seward, 1801-1872,” and the west face 
has the last eight lines of Randolph’s 
sonnet. The south face bears the quota­ 
tion from Seward’s California speech in 
the 
Senate, 
March 11, 
1850, “ The 
Constitution 
regulates 
our 
steward­ 
ship ; the Constitution devotes the domain 
to the Union, to justice, to defense, 
to welfare and to liberty, but there if a 
higher law than the Constitution which 
regulates our authority over the domain 
and devotes it to some noble purpose.” 
Below on the base in large capitals is the 
name, “ Seward.” 
The exercises in the Genesee Opera 
House attracted an immense audience, 
and the formal speech of presentation to 
the city was delivered by Hon. Theodore 
M. Pomeroy, after which Senator Evarts 
delivered the oration of the day.

The Third 
Assistant recommends that in some of

have an annual allowance of money for 
the purchase of postage stam ps, with 
which to pay postage on speeches and 
official m atter sent in the mails. 


Aqueduct Tunnel Scandal. 
W ashington, November 15.—The mili­ 
tary court of inquiry into the Aqueduct 
Tunnel scandal has developed some very 
interesting testimony. 
F rank Thomp­ 
son, a bricklayer on the tunnel, testified 
th at incompetent men were employed 
and they were hurried so by the sub­ 
contractors that it was impossible that 
the work could be good. The work­ 
men 
were driven to deception by 
the contractors. 
A conspiracy 
was 
thoroughiy organized and its object was 
to deceive the Government Inspectors. 
The workmen always knew when the in­ 
spectors were coming, and it was easy 
for them to decieve the inspectors.

great deal of bad work was done at night 
when ncbody but the sub-contractors 
were 
around.

discovered a hole in it big enough to 
drive a Government wagon into. It took 
three days to pack this cavity. Civil 
Engineer Geo. H . Corvell condemned 
the whole scheme for work and declared 
that the tunnel was nothing more than 
an expensive hole. The fact was brought 
out that witness and Major Lydecker, 
who had charge of the work, were on 
bad terms with each other. 


W idows and Orphans Protected. 
W ashington, November 15.—The Su­ 
preme 
Court, through Chief Justice 
Fuller, has xendered an opinion of un­ 
usual interest to the holders of life in ­ 
surance policies. Thomas L. Hume, of 
the District of Columbia, died in 1881, 
totally insolvent, but leaving $35,000 in 
life insurance policies. 
The 
policies 
were by their termB payable either 
to 
the 
widow 
or 
children 
of the deceased. 
The 
adm inistrator 
and creditors of H um e’s estate sought to 
force the application of the proceeds of 
the policies to the paym ent of debts due 
the creditors, on the grounds that the 
premiums paid by H um e were by the 
fraudulent transactions of an insolvent 
estate. 
The Supreme Court hold that 
the beneficiaries are entitled to the pro­ 
ceeds of all the policies without any de­ 
duction whatever on account of premiums 
Ciid, 
holding 
that 
a 
husband or 
ther has a full right to insure his life 
in the interest of his wife and children, 
and that where such policies are effected 
in the nam e of beneficiaries, they are no 
part of the estate of the deceased insol­ 
vent, and therefore cannot be regarded 
as a fraudulent assignm ent of any part of 
his estate when so effected.

ELECTION RETURNS. 


The Supervisors to Commence Foot­ 
ing the Votes. 
The canvassing of the returns of >he 
election has been completed by the Board 
of Supervisors, and the taking of the to­ 
tals of the votes cast for each officer will 
commence this morning. 
There was no 
material change in the num ber of votes 
cast for the various officers, from those 
published in the H e r a ld last week.

Supervisors concluded that they had no 
right to count these ballots, and they 
were filed away, to be produced in court 
if a contest should arise. It was stated 
that nearly all of the ballots rejected 
were Democratic, and that one or two 
of them were Prohibition and only a few 
were Republican.

has been officially prepared the result 
will be given in the H e r a ld .
